iterated their adhersnce to the principles of

free trade. In an editorial, receatly, on the

“Beauties of Protection,” it says:—

ter to ‘protoct’ abont six dollars a ton on the
oonl uged by Amerioun steamsinp builders gto
their own pookots, )

YAnd, as 1 this ware not enough, the United
States Benate must pords vote the other day to
prevent the American flag om belag hoisted
agiain over the vewels whioh, durinz the war,
because of ovr inalality w peotect them [rom
Conlederste ormscrs, deceptisnd the gecurity an
other flag would give them, nad row seek to re-
register,”

We have bere another of the evils lald at
the door of Protection, anl for which a
remedy would be found in free trade, “Lot
the tarifl be abolished, and the cemmerce of
America thus made the greatest of the
world,” say these patriots. Let us grant for a
moment, that they had succeedad in their
schemes, what would be the resul.?

Clearly, all the vessels would ba buill in
England, if on “the Clyde £3 a ton will buy
plg iron, which tha protection-plunderers
make the Awerican shiv-builder pay $50 a
ton for in New York,” common sense
would canse the builders to secure
the manufacture ef the vessels on the
Qlyde. No sane person would suppose that
they would ship the fron to New York, and
have it mapufictured there. Ilence, all of
that branch of Awmerican indusiry wiueh is
to-day employed in erecting iron vessels
would be idle, and the whole monopoly of
such business be transterred to Great Britain,
Hence, all the yessels launched would be
British wvessele, weuld sall under the British
flag, and would peur their wealth into British
pockets,
ehange, the “hoped-for supremacy of Aweri-
can commerce” would be achieved, It would
rather ruin what little commerce we
have, and give to “Britannia” undivided sway
over the waves. We therefore must malntaln
that it is better to bave a few American ves
sels built at a cost of £50 a ton for iron, than
it is to have Dritish ships erected at 815 a
ton. By protection we are taking the re
quired course to secure m the future a posi-
tion from which we can compete with England
because our Industry, {batered by a tarifl, wil
gecure guch a perfect and enlarged trade that
the rate will be declined,

The heinous offense committed by the
Senate in relusing to allow vesssls salling
under a loreign flag to be rogistered as Ame-
rican, is really the only step by which the
ship-builders of the land conld be saved from
a4 ruinous competition. If such a transfer
was to be allowed, then all that would be ne-
cessary for a New York merchant to do, to
avall himsali of the cheapness of Brivsh
labor, would be to order of the Messrs
Lamp, or other English houses, a wvessel
which, being made at the reduced rate, conld
be purchased at half the price ol an Ameriean
bullt, and be quletly trapsferred to the protec-
tion of our flag, to compete with our Amari-
can ships, Now,in order to secure the pro-
tection of our Goverument, it is necessary that
the vessel be bullt in some port where it s
not necessary to have it registered to make it
American. Hence the two provislons, the
tariff and the registration act, tend together
to save from utter annihilaiion what Ilote-
rest there s engaged in ship bullding in our
land.

The cost of iron in New York, even grant-
ing it to be fifty dollars a ton,is due to that stupid
gelfishness which would lead a merchsat to
gend a ton from our fron hills to the Empive
City in order to have it wrought into the form
deslred. The freight, the lmmense freight
on such a heavy, bulky object, for over 4 hun-
dred miles, would be saved, should the New
Yok free trade organa ceasoe to endeavor to
prevent the erection of the Navy Yard In our
city. In their viclous greed of gain they
are willlog to give to England all the carrying
trade of the world, so that an additional com-
merce will low to New York., They sepk to
deprive Philadelphia of the advantages given
her by nature, and in the desire to monopo-

Wny so MAXY @0 ABROAD.~—Those of
our readers who have noticed the hist of pas-
sengers on board the forelgn steamers, mus!
have beeu struck with the number and char-
acter of those of our citizens who are secking
amusement by travel in other lands. The
astenishment at the number is augmented by
the ingpection of the wealth of the tourists,
Men whom we have never esteemed rich, who
were In comfortable cireumstances, and who
have modestly passed their days in compe-
tence, but not wealth, now saddenly appear
In the character of travellers, and seek a home
among the bills of France, or the groves and
inkes of Italy. The truth of the matter 1, that
for persons wlo receive a certain annual in-
come from investments, it is the course dictated
by economy to live in Earope, According to
the last Home Journal—the statement is
ruther exaggerated, we think,on the score o!
comparative expense—the reason why so
many Americans are going abroad, is. in the
fact that a family can live in England or
France on the rent of their house in Philudel-
phia, One, it s eaid, can live in Naples, in
Dresden, in Edinburgh, In Paris, or even in
London, for about one-hallf of the cost of liv-
Ing In ovr city, and pay fifty pér cant.
for exchange. The article says ;—

“Ine¢ tempiatlon 10 persons of fised and
limited incomes, who have no business pursalls
1o détnin them here, Is quits irresistible,  They
go abroad in ordet to ‘imake both ends meet.’
tuving money i makiug mioney; so lhey go
sbroad to make money by amusing thamsolves

—n mode of muking mouey that does ot obiain
1o any great extent o (bhis councry.”

The fullacy that to live mbroad requires
great wealth 18 now exploded. To be sure,
to reside in certa’n portions of the Old
World is as expensive as remaining at homs,
but mowhere Is it more so. In Germnny the
cost ol living averages less than two dollars
per day, while lo certain parts of Italy, and
parts where it is most delicious to have & resl-
dence, the expense fulls short of oze dollar,
Nowhere does it run beyond an ordioary
American hotel bill, and one can travel over
all portions of the Continent, see everything,
and live luxuriantly en less than five dollars
per diem, The consequences are natural.
Those of our people who like to maintain a
reputationand who have really not the money
whereon o found it, can go abroad. Florence
and Naples are most doesirable places, snd
when to the balmy climate is added the ex-
pense of four hundred a year, it Is astonishing

how much more salabrious the atmesphere
becomes, These I, therelore, no cause for
surprise, We would bave witnessed the same
social phenomenon during the war were it not
that the rate of exchange was from two hun-
dred to thies hundred per eont.j but now
when it Is But fifvy, it is cheaper and more
distingue to seek In & foreign land new
| tlghts, new nmusements,combined with greater
